3. Upon reconsideration in view of applicant's arguments and amendments filed on June 17, 2004, 
the examiner hereby withdraws the new matter objections and the rejections of the claims under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as cited in the previous Office action on the merits.

understood by the examiner to be synonymous with the limitation "non-reactive with component A".
